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PREFACE

This  inventory  of  Cass  county  records  constitutes  a  part  of 
a  general  guide  to  the  county  archives  of  Indiana.    It  has  boon 
prepared  by  the  historical  Records  Survey  of  this  state,  operating 
as  a  separate  project  under  the  Works  Progress  Administration. 

The  survey  of  state  and  local  historical  records  in  Indiana 
was  instituted  oh  February  19,  1936,  as  part  of  a  nation-wide 
undertaking  under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  Luther  H.  Evans.  Samuel 
J.  Kagan,  state  archivist  of  the  Indiana  History  and  Archives 
Division  of  the  State  library  was  assigned  to  lead  the  project  as 
State  Director.    In  the  beginning  the  Survey  was  closely  associated 
with  the  Writers'  Project.    On  September  23,  1936,  the  Historical 
Records  Survey  was  nominally  as  well  as  factually  made  independent 
of  the  Writers'  Project.    In  general,  it  has  from  its  very  inception 
acted  as  a  separate  and  independent  unit  of  Federal  Project  Ho.  1. 

The  aim  and  purpose  of  the  survey  of  county  records  in  Indiana 
have  been  to  furnish  the  officials  of  the  local,  state,  and  national 
governments,  students  of  history,  lawyers,  and  genealogists,  and 
the  general  citizenry  interested  in  the  county  records,  with  a 
convenient  tool  for  use  in  consulting  them.    It  is  the  object  of 
the  ^urvey  to  make  the  valuable  source  materials  that  are  to  be 
found  in  the  Indiana  courthouses  and  other  public  buildings, 
available  and  more  accessible  to  those  v/ho  may  be  in  need  of 
them.    It  is  our  hope  that  the  information  contained  in  this 
inventory  will  arouse  greater  interest  in  state  and  local  his- 
torical records  and  will  encourage  officials  to  continue  the 
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improvement  of  methods  for  the  preservation  and  safokeeping  of 
these  records. 

The  field  work  of  the  survey  of  cass  County  was  "begun  on 
June  2,  1936,  under  the  district  supervision  of  James  L.  Taylor, 
later  succeeded  by  Canis  E.  Erockway.    The  field  workers  v/ere 
Clarence  ^'ilson,  of  Bringhurst;  and  Elmer  Largen,  Roy  Hicks, 
and  William  Denton,  all  of  ^lora.    It  was  completed  on  June  30, 
1936.    Many  visits,  however,  have  since  been  made  to  the  county 
courthouse  to  check  end  recheck  the  information  contained  herein, 
the  final  recheck  having  "been  made  in  August  1937. 

There  are  ninety- two  counties  in  Indiana,    "hen  the  survey 
of  county  archives  is  completed  a  separate  volume  is  to  be  devoted 
to  each  county  inventory  in  the  state.    Cass  County  is  No.  9. 

The  inventory  proper  is  preceded  by  a  number  of  introductory 
sections  to  enlighten  the  reader  concerning  facts  and  events 
forming  the  "background  and  basis  of  the  records.    Tho  entries  for 
the  record  series  are  carried  in  consecutive  numbering  for  the 
oounty.    Tho  bureaus  are  arranged  in  functional  order:  Governing 
boards;  major  administrative  offices;  judicial  offices;  end 
financial,  educational,  health,  engineering,  and  other  groups. 
Wherever  applicable,  natural  groupings  under  separate  headings 
are  made  within  the  bureau,  and  the  entries  are  arranged  there- 
under also  according  to  their  functional  sequence.    A  full  and 
extensive  index  following  the  inventory  will  help  the  reader 
locate  records  with  a  minimum  of  inconvenience  and  effort. 

The  editing  of  this  inventory  has  been  conducted  by  an 
f  editorial  staff  of  some  forty  men  and  women,  vrhose  labors  we 
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deeply  appreciate  and  wish  to  recognize  forthwith,  captained  "by 
Harry  A.  Rider,  editor;  John  ^.

1.    HISTORICAL  SKETCH 

Cass  County,  situated  in  the  north  central  part  of  the  state, 
is  hounded  on  the  east  by  Miami  County,  on  the  south  by  Howard 
and  Carroll  Counties,  on  the  west  by  Carroll  and  ^hite  Counties, 
and  on  the  north  by  Fulton  and  Pulaski  Counties.    It  has  an  area 
of  515  square  miles. 

The  topography  of  Cass  County  is  generally  level,  with  occa- 
sional high  bluffs  along  the  rivers  that  water  and  drain  the  area. 
The  Wabash  River  flows  through  the  center  of  the  county  from  east 
to  west,  and  the  Eel  River  flowing  from  the  northeast,  empties 
into  the  '"'abash  at  Logansport.    Along  these  rivers  and  their 
tributaries  is  a  large  area  of  rich  alluvial  soil.    Lake  Cicott, 
situated  in  the  western  part  of  the  county,  is  about  a -mile  long 
and  a  quarter  of  a  mile  wide. 

Originally  the  territory  comprising  the  State  of  Indiana 
was  claimed  by  several  Indian  tribes.    Of  these  the  most  numerous 
were  the  Indiana  belonging  to  the  Miami  Confederacy;  the  Twightwees, 
"Yeas,  Piankashaws,  and  Shockeys.     In  Cass  County  the  lands  south 
of  the  V.'abash  River  were  claimed  by  the  Miami;  the  territory  north 
of  the  V/abash  was  oocupied  and  claimed  by  the  Potawatomi.  The 
Indians  along  the  Ohio  and  7«'abash  Rivers  were  making  white  settle- 
ments  in  these  regions  impossible  in  the  year  succeeding  the 
American  -Revolution..     They  relented  the  encroachment  of  the 
white  man  on  what  they  considered  their  territory,  and  the 
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resulting  violence  and  depredations  directed  against  the  white 
man  wore  becoming  a  serious  problem.    One  of  several  expeditions 
sent  out  against  tho  Indians  of  the  upper  Wabash  valley  was  under 
the  command  of  Colonel  Jamos  Wilkinson.     In  1701  the  troops  under 
Wilkin s6n  defeated  the  Indians  and  burned  their  village,  situated 
on  the  north  bank  of  Eel  River  near  the  present  site  of  Adamstoro, 
Cass  County.    The  lands  south  of  the  "abash  were  ceded  to  the 
United  States  Government  by  the  Indians  at  the  treaty  of  St.  Larys, 
October  2-6,  1818;  by  the  Treaty  of  hississinewa,  signed  October 
15,  1826,  and  subsequent  treaties,  the  Potawatomi  ceded  that  land 
north  of  the  "abash  to  the  government.    After  the  treaty  of  1818 
the  first  lands  in  the  county  v/ere  surveyed  by  the  government  and 
placed  on  sale  in  the  fall  of  1824  at  the  Crawf ordsville  land 
office. 

Alexander  Chamberlain  made  the  first  land  entry  within  the 
present  limits  of  Cass  County,  and  became  the  first  permanent 
settler  sometime  in  the  summer  or  fall  of  1826.    Originally  from 
^inderhook,  ^ew  ^ork,  he  brought  his  family  from  Fort  Harrison, 
Vigo  County,  and  built  a  two  story  double  log  cabin  on  the  south 
bank  of  the  "abash  River  opposite  the  mouth  of  Eel  River.  Shortly 
after,  William  Newman  built  a  cabin  three  miles  dev/n  the  river 
from  the  present  site  of  Logansport.    The  next  year  Daniel  Eell 
and  iJ-ugh  LIcKeen  settled  at  Logansport.    Bell,  a  brother-in-law 
of  John  Tipton,  the  Indian  agent,  built  a  cabin  just  south,  of 
the  canal  and  west  of  Berkley  Street.    McKeen  opened  the  first 
store  in  Cass  County,  supplying  necessities  to  the  few  settlers 
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ccattorod  over  a  v/ido  aroa.    Another  trading  post  was  opened  ty 
Antoine  Gamdin  in  tho  fall  of  1027  on  the  north  bank  of  the 
Wabash  near  the  western  city  limits  of  Logans  port .    Gamdin  and 
his  partner,  Richard  Chabort,  carried  on  trade  with  the  Indions 
for  a  year.    Tho  next  settler  vms  Joseph  Barron,  of  r ort  V.ayne, 
v;ho  maintained  a  trading  post  near  Lo^ansport  for  ten  years.  In 
May  1028  General  John  Tipton,  tho  Indian  agent  for  the  Kiami  and 
^otavvatomi,  moved  his  agency  from  Fort  "Vaync  to  Logansport. 

Cass  County  was  formed  by  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  on 
December  18,  1C28,  out  of  territory  formerly  attached  to  Carroll 
County.    ,J-he  legal  boundaries  of  the  new  county  were:  "Beginning 
on  the  west  boundary  line  of  the  great  Miami  reservation  at  the 
intersection  of  the  township  line,  dividing  townships  twenty-five 
and  twenty- six j  thence  north  three  miles,  thence  west  eight  miles 
to  the  south  west  corner  of  section  fifteen,  township  twenty-six, 
north  of  range  one  west;  ^/thence  north  three  miles  7  thence  west 
three  miles  to  the  range  line  dividing  ranges  one  and  Wo  west; 
thence  north  to  the  boundary  line  of  the  purchase  of  1326;  thence 
east,  with  said  line,  about  twenty  eight  miles  to  the  boundary  of 
the  five  mile  reservation,  extending  from  the  V.'abash  to  Bel  river 
thence  crossing  the  iJabash  to  a  point  due  east  of  the  place  of 
beginning:     thence  west  to  the  place  of  beginning."  (l) 

On  February  2,  1832,  the  boundaries  of  Cass  ^ounty  were 
altered  by  the  detachment  of  an  area  of  about  43  square  miles 
from  the  eastern  portion  of  the  county  when  Miami  County  was 
formed.    The  same  act  extended  the  southern  county  line  southward 
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into  the  Miami  Reserve,  and  added  78  square  miles  o/'  land  to  tho 
county.     "The  boundary  lines  of  the  county  of  Cass,  shall  be 
altered  and  amended,  so  as  to  begin  at  the  western  boundary  line 
of  the  Groat  Miami  reservation,  at  the  intersection  of  the  town- 
ship  line,  dividing  townships  twenty-f our  and  twenty-five,  thence 
north  nine  miles,  thence  east  /yiez^J  ejLghifc  miles,  to  the  south 
west  corner  of  section  number  fifteen,  in  township  twenty-six, 
north  of  range  one  west,  thence  north  throe  miles,  thence  west 
three  miles  to  the  range  line,'  dividing  ranges  one  and  two  west; 
thence  north  to  the  boundary  line  of  the  purchase  of  1C2S;  thence 
eastwardly  with  said  boundary  line,  twenty-four  miles  to  the 
range  line,  dividing  ranges  three  and  four  east,  thence  south 
with  said  range  line,  crossing  the  '"abash,  to  a  point  due  east 
of  the  place  of  beginning,  thence  west  to  place  of  beginning."  (2) 

Another  strip  of  lend  two  miles  wide  was  detached  from  the 
eastern  line  of  Cass  County  and  added  to  Miami  County  on  January 
2,  1834.    The  territory  attached  to  Miami  was  included  in  the 
following  boundaries:     "beginning  at  the  south  west  corner  of 
the  county  of  Miami,  running  thence  west  two  miles,  thence  north 
with  the  section  lines  thirty  miles,  to  the  north  east  corner 
of  section  three,  in  township  twenty  nine,  and  in  range  three, 
thence  east  two  miles  on  the  line  dividing  townships  twenty-nine 
and  thirty,  to  the  north  west  corner  cf  the  county  of  Miami." 

A  strip  of  land  about  66  square  miles  in  size  was  added  to 
the  north  line  of  Cass  County  by  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly 
passed  February  17,  1838.    The  boundaries  of  Cass  County  now 
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wore :    '^Beginning  on  the  west  side  of  tho  great  Miami  reservation 
line  where  tho  township  line,  dividing  townships  twenty-four  and 
twenty-five  intersects  tho  same;  thence  north  nine  miles  to  the 
north  oast  corner  of  section  twenty-three,  in  township  twenty-six 
north,  of  range  one  east;  thence  west  eight  miles,  to  the  corner 
of  sections  fifteen,  sixteen,  twenty-one  and  twenty-two,  in 
township  twenty-six,  north  of -range  one  west;  thence  north  three 
miles,  to  the  south-east  corner  of  section  thirty-threo,  town- 
ship twenty-seven,  north  of  range  one  west;  thence  west  three 
miles,  to  the  south-west  corner  of  said  township  twenty-seven 
north,  range  one  west;  thence  north  twelve  miles,  to  the  north- 
west corner  of  township  twenty- eight  north,  of  range  one  west; 
thence  on  the  township  line  dividing  townships  twenty-eight  and 
twenty-nine  east,  twenty- two  miles,  to  the  north-east  corner  of 
section  three,  township  twenty-eight,  north  of  range  three  east, 
that  being  the  western  line  of  Miami  county;  thence  south  on  the 
Miami  county  line,  twenty-four  miles,  to  a  point  in  the  great 
Miami  reserve,  when  it  is  surveyed  vdll  he  the  south-west  /souths 
corner  of  section  thirty-four,  township  /twenty-five/  north,  of 
range  three  east;  thence  west  eleven  miles,  to  the  place  of  be- 
ginning." (3) 

The  first  county  election  was  held  April  13,  1829,  at  tho 
Seminary  in  Logansport.    Chauncey  Carter,  James  Smith,  and  Eiqses 
Thorp  were  elected  commissioners,  and  William  °cott  was  chosen 
sheriff. 

The  commissioners  met  at  the  Seminary  on  May  1,  1029,  for 
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their  first  session.    Cyrus  Tabor  was  appointed  troo surer  ond 
Hugh  B.  LicKcen  was  made  tax  lister.     The  county  was  divided  into 
threo  townships::    Eel  Eiver,  Y.rabash,  and  St.  Joseph.     Thero  are 
now  fourteen  townships  in  Cass  County:    Adams, Bethlehem ,  Boone, 
Clay,  Clinton,  Deer  Creek,  Eel,  Harrison,  Jackson,  Jofforson, 
L'-iami,  ^'oble,  Tipton,  and  7.rashin^ton. 

The  locating  commissioners  named  in  the  act  forming  Cass 
County  met  at  the  house  of  ^illis  1VicBeen  in  Logansport  on  August 
10,  1829,  and  selected  Logansport  for  the  county  seat.    The  county 
was  named  in  honor  of  General  Lev/is  Cass,  a  resident  of  Mchi-an, 
who  negotiated  a  number  of  treaties  with  the  Indians  opening  the 
lands  of  Cass  and  other  counties  for  white  settlement. 

The  Coss  County  Circuit    ourt  held  its  first  term  beginning 
May  21,  1829,  in  the  seminary  building  at  ^ogansport  before 
Bethuel  F.  I/._rris,  presiding  judge,  and  '^irarr.  Todd  and  John 
Smith,  associate  judges. 

The  first  courthouse  in  the  county  was  a  one  story  brick 
building  of  two  rooms  that  stood  near  the  southwest  corner  of 
the  present  courthouse.     It  was  completed  in  ^arch  1833.  Bids 
on. the  second  courthouse  v/ere  received  June  15,  1839,  but  it  was 
not  until  December  1844  that  the  building  was  fully  completed. 
This  was  a  stone  structure,  two  stories  high  and  50  x  70  feet  in 
size.    The  contract  for  the  present  courthouse  was  awarded  «^une 
22,  1887.    Front  and  side  wings  were  added  to  the  courthouse  of 
1844,  thus  providing  a  suitable  building  to  carry  on  the  business 
of  Cass  County. 


Historical  Sketch 

The  incorporated  cities  and  towns  are  Royal  Center,  Lo  jansport, 
Galveston,  Onward,  and  Y.'alton.    The  population  of  Cass  County, 
according  to  the  1930  census,  was  34,518. 

Besides  being  an  agricultural  county,  Cass  has  somo  manufac- 
turing.   Fertilizer,  limestone,  cigars,  brooms,  and  canning  are 
produced  in  the  county  as  well  as  fire-fighting  apparatus, 
radiator  equipment,  and  machine  parts.    The  total  net  value  of 
taxable  property  in  the  county  for  1935  was  $42,487,660.

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2.    GOVERNMENTAL  ORGANIZATION  AND  RECORDS  SYSTEM 

Cass  County,  with  its  county  seat  at  Loganspqrt,  is  a  sub- 
division of  tho  State  of  xndiana  for  adiainistrative ,  judicial,  and 
political  purposes.     It  is  a  creature  of  the  general  assembly  and 
possesses  only  such  powers  of  local  government  as  are  conferred  by 
acts  of  the  general  assembly  or  are  incident  and  necessary  to  carry 
out  the  provisions  thereof.     Created  by  the  state,  the  county  is 
subject  to  legislative  control  at  any  time  and  its  powers  may  be 
amplified  or  diminished  without  its  consent. 

Cass  County  was  organized  by  an  act  of  the  general  assembly, 
effective  April  14,  1829.  l/1    The  present  government,  as  it  functions 
today,  is  the  result  of  its  development  under  the  original  Consti- 
tution of  1816,  the  present  Constitution  adopted  in  1551  and  as  since 
amended,  and  more  than  a  centurv  of  legislative  action. 

The  county  system  of  government  is  an  inheritance  from  England 
and  the  American  Colonies,  whence  pioneers  in  Indiana  brought  their 
customs  and  laws.    Its  beginnings  in  Indiana  are  found  in  the  laws 
of  the  Northwest  Territory,  which  recognised  the  counties  already 
established,  and  provided  for  courts  and  administrative  officers, 
as  follows:     General  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  peace,  county 
court  of  common  pleas,  Zj  and  court  of  probate,  "bj  commissioners,  4/ 
sheriff,  5/  coroner,  Oj  recorder,  lj  treasurer,  "oj  and  circuit  court. 
These  officers  were  appointed  by  either  the  Governor  or  the  general 
court  of  quarter  sessions. 

The  laws  of  Indiana  Territory  provided  for  additional  of rices: 
Surveyor,  ostablishod  in  1802;  \0j  assessor,  established  in  1605,  llj

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abolished  in  1011;  12/  prosecuting  nttornoy,  established  in  1810;  13/ 
and  county  agent,  established  in  1813  to  convey  and  receive  conveyances 
of  public  lands.  Id/    In  1803  a  new  county  tax  lovy  lav;  repealed  the 
act  of  1795  providing  for  the  appointment  of  commissioners  and  their 
powers  devolved  upon  the  court  of  quarter  sessions.  15/    In  1305  the 
court  of  quarter  sessions  v.ras  abolished  and  its  duties  transferred 
to  the  court  of  common  pleas.  16/   i\n  act  of  December  31,  1813  abolished 
the  court  of  common  pleas  and  the  old  circuit  court,  and  transferred 
all  matters  in  its  jurisdiction  to  the  new  circuit  court,  consisting 
of  a  president  judge  and,  from  the  county,  three  associate  judges,  17/ 
and  the  nssociate  judges  were  authorized  to  transact  all  county 
business.  18/    In  1804  the  office  of  treasurer  was  abolished  and  his 
duties  transferred  to  the  sheriff.  19/    It  was  reestablished  in  1811  20/ 
and  again  abolished  in  1813  and  the  sheriff  acted  as  the  treasurer.  21/ 

In  the  year  1816,  Indiana  was  admitted  to  the  Union  and  the  con- 
stitution of  that  year  provided  for  the  election  in  each  county  of  a 
clerk  of  the  circiiit  court,  22/  recorder,  23/  sheriff,  and  coroner*  24/ 
All  territorial  laws,  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution,  con- 
tinued in  force  until  they  expired  or  were  repealed.  25/ 

The  general  assembly,  in  1817,  established  the  board  of  commis- 
sioners, to  transact  county  business,  consisting  of  three  members, 
elected  by  the  voters  of  the  county;  26/  provided  for  a  treasurer, 
appointed  by  the  board  of  commissioners;  27/  and,  in  1018,  a  surveyor, 
appointed  and  commissioned  by  the  C-ovemor  of  the  state.  28/ 

In  1824,  the  board  of  commissioners  was  abolished,  and  its 
functions  were  conferred  upon  the  justices  of  the  peace  of  the  county, 
who  constituted  the  board  for  doing  county  business,  2$/  until  the 
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board  of  coinmic  si  oners  was  reestablished  in  1831.  30/ 

Upon  its  organisation  in  1829,  the  government  of  Cass  bounty 
followed  tho  form  outlinod  above.     In  1031  the  general  assembly  rriado 
tho  survo\or  an  appointoo  of  thu  board  of  commissioners ,  Z\J  and 
established  the  offices  of  prosecuting  attorney  32/  and  school  com- 
missioner j  .  the  latter  a  financial  agent  in  control  of  school  lands 
and  funds.  33/    Further  increases  in  the  number  of  county  agencies 
were  made  in  1841  with  the  addition  of  auditor,  34/  assessor,  35/ 
appraiser,  36/  and  a  board  of  review,  composed  of  the  board  of  com- 
missioners, auditor,  end  assessor,  to  review  tax  assessmentsf  37/ 
Also  in  1841,  the  treasurer  became  an  clcctivo  officer.  33/  This 
system  remained  the  administrative  system  of  Cass  County  until  the 
Constitution  of  1851. 

As  the  state  grew,  there  was  much  dissatisfaction  with  the 
Constitution  of  1816,  but  repeated  attempts  to  change  it  did  not 
succeed  until  1850,  when  a  constitutional  convention  was  called 
which  framed  a  new  constitution.  39/    This  constitution  was  sub- 
mitted to  the  qualified  voters  of  the  state  and  adopted  in  1651, 
proclaimed  by  the  Governor  to  be  effective  on  November  1,  1851,  end 
with  amendments,  remains  the  Constitution  of  Indiana.  40/ 

The  first  session  of  the  general  assembly  after  the  adoption 
of  the  new  'constitution  enacted  a  general  code  known  as  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  1852  and,  with  certain  exceptions,  41/  repealed  all 
previous  laws,  therby  abolishing  the  assessor  and  school  commis- 
sioner, substituting  the  appraiser  for  the  assessor  in  the  board 
of  review,  and  dividing  the  duties  of  the  school  commissioner  be- 
tween the  auditor  and  the  treasurer.  42/ 
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Each  county  is  a  political  subdivision  of  the  state  and  has 
an  individual  governmental  organization.    Although  the  Constitution 
of  1851  forbids  special  legislation,  43/  and  the  general  outline 
of  tho  organization  of  county  government  remains  the  same,  the 
general  assembly  has  provided  the  necessary  variations  to  take 
care  of  local  needs  and  conditions  in  the  several  counties.  These 
variations  lie  chiefly  in  the  number  of  officers  and  courts  pro- 
vided for  counties  within  classifications  based  upon  population. 
Urban  and  rural  areas  obviously  cannot  be  governed  by  the  same 
number  of  officers.    Each  county  has  the  constitutional  officers, 
but  the  statutory  officers  vary  in  number,  powers,  and  duties.  The 
latter  officers  may  be  compulsory  in  all  counties,  or  they  may  be 
optional  and  therefore  established  in  only  a  few  instances;  others 
are  authorized  in  only  certain  classes  of  counties,  though  the 
class  may  include  only  one  county, 

Indiana  stands  alone  among  the  states  of  the  Union  in  having 
a  dual  system  of  county  governing  boards,  44/  since  the  establish- 
ment in  each  county  of  a  county  council  in  1899.  45/    Each  county 
is  governed  by  a  board  of  commissioners  and  a  county  council.  The 
duties  of  these  agencies,  with  technical  distinction,  are  enumerated 
in  their  proper  places  below. 

From  the  beginning  of  the  present  century  a  tendency  toward 
centralization  of  power  in  the  hands  of  state  authorities  has  taken 
from  county  officials  many  of  their  powers  and  duties  end  has  greatly 
lessened  the  scope  of  those  remaining.     In  older  fields  of  finance, 
roads,  and  education,  the  state's  supervision  has  greatly  increased, 
and  the  creation  of  newer  state  departments  such  as  police,  food  and 
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Tire  inspection,  and  public  welfare,  has  cauced  heavy  removal  of 
local  responsibility  and  control. 


The  Constitution  of  1851  reorganized  the  governmental 
structure,  enlarging  the  number  of  constitutional  officers  to  be 
elected  by  the  people  of  the  county,  as  follows:  46/ 


Clerk  of  the  circuit  court,  who  keeps  all  the  records  of  the 
proceedings  and  business  of  the  circuit  court,  serves  ex  officio 
as  registration  officer  and  member  of  the  county  election  boards, 
and  also  performs  certain  duties  of  administrative  character. 

Recorder,  who  makes  and  preserves  a  public  record  of  all 
legal  documents,  both  official  and  private,  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  law. 

Sheriff,  who  is  conservator  of  the  peo.ee,  serves  summons, 
and  executes  orders  of  the  circuit  court  and  county  boards. 

Coroner,  who  holds  inquests  in  all  cases  of  death  by  violence 
or  accident  or  of  stispicious  circumstr- nces. 

Treasurer,  who  receives  and  disburses  all  county  moneys  in- 
ducing the  collection  of  taxes,  and  is  ex  officio  a  member  cf  the 
board  of  review. 

Auditor,  who  is  the  financial  agent  of  the  county  and  compiles 
the  county  budget  estimates,  prepares  the  tax  duplicates,  and  serves 
as  clerk  and  member  of  several  county  boards. 

Surveyor,  who  has  charge  of  all  surveying  and  civil  engineering 
work  of  the  county,  including  the  maintenance  of  drainage  syster.s.  47 


Present  Administration  of  Cass  County 


The  constitution  empowers  the  general  assembly  to  provide  for 
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the  election  or  appointment  of  such  other  officers  as  my  ooco.,c 
ncoecsary,  43/  and  to  confer  on  boards  doing  county  business  powers 
of  a  local,  administrative  character.  49/    Under  this  authority  the 
goneral  assembly  lias  from  time  to  time  established  the  following 
statutory  officers  and  boards  I 

Board  of  commissioners,  the  leading  governing  body  of  the 
county,  often  called  the  "county  board",  reestablished  in  1852. 
It  consists  of  three  members  elected  for  terms  of  three  years.  . 
The  board  furnishes  and  maintains  county  buildings  and  grounds, 
administers  the  financial  transactions  of  the  county,  and  is  re- 
sponsible for  the  maintenance  of  county  highways.  50/ 

County  council,  another  governing  body  created  in  1GS9  51/  to 
control  the  finances  of  county  government.     This  council  consists 
of  seven  members,  electedlbr  terns  of  four  years.     The  council  has 
power  to  fix  the  tax  rate  for  county  purposes  and  for  all  purposes 
where  the  rate  is  not  fixed  by  law- and  is  required  to  be  uniform 
throughoxvt  the  county,  ana  to  adopt  the  county  budget,  the  exclusive 
right  to  make  appropriations  from  the  county  treasury,  and  the  ex- 
clusive power  to  authorize  the  borrowing  of  money  and  the  issuing 
of  bonds.  52/ 

Superintendent  of  schools,  in  1873,  53/  who  has  general 
superintendence  of  all  schools  of  the  county  outside  of  incorporated 
cities  and  towns.  54/    Elected  by  the  township  trustees,  5j/  he  is 
ex  officio  a  member  and  president  of  the  county  board  of  education.  £ 

Board  of  education,  in  1873,  57/  consisting,  since  an  amendment 
of  1877,  of  the  superintendent  of  schools,  township  trustees,  and 
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tho  chairman  bt  school  trustees  or  ouch  city  and  town  of  the  county. 
The  board  is  charred  with  the  maintenance  of  the  schools  and  school 
proporty,  and  purchases  school  supplies.  58/ 

Health  commissioner,  in  1900,  appointed  by  the  board  of  com- 
missioners to  enforce  the  health  laws*  59/ 

Assessor,  in  1891,  60/  who  oversees  the  assessment  of  real  and 
personal  property,  6l/  and  appraises  estates  for  inheritance  taxes.  62/ 
He  is  elected  by  the  voters  of  the  county,  65/  and  is,  ex  officio,  a 
member  and  president  of  the  board  of  review.  64/ 

Board  of  review,  in  1691,  whose  members  are  the  assessor,  auditor, 
and  treasurer,  65/  and,  by  on  amendment  of  1919,  two  freeholders  of 
opposite  political  parties,  appointed  by  the  judge  of  the  circuit 
court.  66/    This  board  equalizes  tax  assessments  as  between  townships 
or  other  taxing  units  and  between  individual  property  owners.  67/ 

Board  of  finance,  in  1907,  consisting  of  the  board  of  commis- 
sioners', with  the  auditor  as  secretary.  68/    This  board  has  the 
custody  of  county  funds  and  selects  the  depositories.  69/ 

Agricultural  agent,  in  1915,  who,  under  the  supervision  of 
Purdue  University,  conducts  farmers'  institutes  and  other  movements 
for  the  advancement  of  agriculture  and  country  life.     lie  is  appointed 
by  the  director  of  agricultural  extension  service  of  Purdue  University, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  state  board  known  as  the  county  agri- 
cultural agent  board.  70/ 

Highway  supervisor,  in  1953,  who  supervises,  under  the  direction 
of  the  board  of  commissioners,  the  repair  and  maintenance  of  all 
county  highways.    The  board  of  commissioners  makes  the  appointment 
and  may  appoint  the  surveyor  as  highway  supervisor.  71/    The  board 
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of  coirmissicnors  of  Cass  County  has  appointed  an  oxtra  officer 
as  highway  supervisor. 

Board  of  tax  adjustment,  in  1932,  consisting  of  seven 
mcmbors  72/  who,  by  an  amendment  of  1957,  are:     One  member  of 
the  county  council,  chosen  by  the  council;  the  mayor  of  the  largest 
city  in  the  county  or  any  public  official  of  any  city  in  the  county, 
appointed  by  the  mayor  of  the  largest  city  of  the  county;  one  member 
of  the  county  board  of  education,  selected  by  such  board;  and  four 
freeholders  appointed  by  the  judge  of  the  circuit  court.  The 
board  examines  the  tax  levy  and  the  corresponding  items  of  the 
budget,  and  adjusts  the  tax  rate  so  that  it  shall  not  c::cecd,  in 
any  municipal  corporation,  the  total  tax  rate  prescribed  by  law.  73/ 

School  fund  board,  in  1935,  consisting  of  three  members — the 
auditor  and  the  clerk  of  the  circxiit  court,  ex  officio,  and  one 
member  appointed  by  the  judge  of  the  circuit  court.     The  board 
approves  all  loons  from  the  common  school  and  the  con,  res si onal 
township  school  funds.  74/ 


Department  of  public  welfare,  in  1956,  75/  comprising  the 
board  of  public  welfare,  consisting  of  five  members  appointed  by 
the  judge  of  the  circuit  court,  and  the  director  of  public  welfare, 
appointed  by  the  board.  76/    The  department  administers  the  pro- 
visions and  benefits  of  the  public  welfare  act.  77/ 


Registration  officer,  in  1953,  who  is  the  clerk  of  the  circuit 
court,  ex  officio.     lie  conducts  the  registration  of  voters.  78/ 


Board  of  election  commissioners,  in  1989,  consisting  of  the 
clerk  of  the  circuit  court  and  two  persons  appointed  by  him,  of 


opposite  political  parties 


The  board  prepares,  prints,  and  dis- 
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tributes  ballots  for  general  elections.  70/ 

Board  of  canvassers,  in  1C05,  consisting  of  the  election  com- 
missioners. GO/    The  board  convasscj-s,  tabulates,  and  compiles  tho 
election  returns  of  the  county  81/  and  certifies  the  candidates 
elected.  62/ 

Board  of  primary  election  commissioners ,  in  1915,  consisting 
of  the  clerk  of  the'  circuit  court  and  tv;o  persons  appointed  by  him, 
of  opposite  political  parties.    The  board  prepares,  prints,  and  dis- 
tributes ballots  for  primary  elections.  83/ 

Judicial 

The  judicial  system  of  Cass  County,  as  of  other  Indiana 
counties,  is  prescribed  by  the  constitution  and  subsequent  acts  of 
the  general  assembly.     The  constitution  authorized  and  directed  that 
the  state  be  divided  into  judicial  circuits.  84/    Cass  County  con- 
stitutes the  twenty-ninth,  circuit,  established  in  1881.     85/  Previ- 
ously, it  was  part  of  a  judicial  circuit  to  which  adjoininr  counties 
were  attached*    The  constitution  further  provides  for  the  election 
of  a  judre  86/  and  a  prose cubing  attorney  for  the  circuit,  87/  and 
a  clerk  of  the  circuit  court.     So/    The  Cass  Circuit  Court  has 
original  exclusive, jurisdiction  in  all  cases,  criminal,  civil,  pro- 
bate, and  juvenile,  except  where  exclusive  or  concurrent  juris- 
diction is  conferred  by  lav;  upon  justices  of  the  peace,  end  such 
appellate  jurisdiction  as  is  conferred  by  lav/.     It  also  has  juris- 
diction of  all  other  causes,  matters,  and  proceedings  where  ex- 
clusive jurisdiction  thereof  is  not  conferred  by  lav/  upon  some  other 
court  or  office.  89/ 
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Records  System 


Tho  records  of  Cass  County  began  with  itc  creation  in  1C30. 
The  establishment  of  each  of  the  county  offices  and  bureaus  in- 
augurated their  records  which  were  kept  in  such  fashion  c.s  the 
incumbents  saw  fit,  following  in  the  main  the  directions  of  the 
general  assembly  under  the  provisions  for  each  respective  office. 
In  1909,  the  general  assembly  established  the  state  board  of  ac- 
counts, which  formulates,  prescribes,  and  installs  systems  of 
accounting  and  reporting  which  are  uniform  for  every  public  office 
of  the  same  class.  90/    Under  this  lav.r  some  of  the  records  were 
combined  to  eliminate  separation,  duplication,  and  overlapping. 
The  board  also  permits  the  use  of  bound  loose-leaf  records  in 
almost  all  cases  where  the  records  are  typed.     The  quality  of  the 
paper  and  ink  and  the  binding  and  rebinding  practices  are  left  to 
the  judgment  of  the  board  of  commissioners,  except  that  a  good 
quality  is  required. 

Tfnenever  it  may  be  necessary  for  the  preservation  cf  tho 
records  of  any  office,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  board  of  commissi  oners 
to  issue  an  order  directing  the  officer  in  charge  to  copy  and  trans 
cribe  the  records.  91/ 


In  event  of  the  loss  or  destruction,  in  whole  or  in  part,  of 
any  of  the  county  records,  the  board  of  commissioners  shall  send  a 
certified  list  of  such  records  furnished  by  the  state  to  the 
Governor,  who  shall  replace  them,  and  such  records  compiled  in  the 
county  shall  be  restored,  if  possible,  from  original  documents  by 
the  proper  officer.     If  impossible,  new  records  shall  be  made  by 
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ovidonco  taken  from  partios  having  Isuov/lcdgo  oi'  the  facts  con- 
cerned, by  cither  the  propor  oITicor  or  a  commissioner  appointed 


In  1925  a  lav/  was.'acccd  permitting  county  officials,  at  their 
discretion,  to  turn  over  to  the  archives  division  of  the  state 


library  for  permanent  preservation,  any  official  books,  records, 
documents,  original  papers,  newspaper  files,  or  printed  books  and 
material  not  in  current  uso  in  their  offices.  95/    This  lav.-  is 
optional  and  has  beon  ineffectual.     County  officials  are  loath  to 
part  with  records,  even  when  no  longer  in  use  and  in  spite  of  lack 
of  storage  space,  anticipating  a  possible  call  for  them.  Conse- 
quently, they  have  only  occasionally  availed  the.  selves  of  this 
provision  for  permanent  preservation  of  their  old  records. 

The  recorder  and  other  county  officers,  by  an  act  of  1927, 
are  authorized  to  record  deeds,  mortgages,  and  other  instruments 
by  any  approved  photographic  process  adopted  by  the  board  of  com- 
missioners. 94/ 


In  1257,  the  general  assembly  authorised  the  director  01"  tho 
state  library,  at  his  discretion,  to  make  a  copy,  by  photography 
or  in  any  other  way,  of  any  official  book,  record,  document,  original 
paper,  newspaper,  or  printed  book  or  material  in  any  county,  city, 
or  other  public  office,  for  preservation  in  the  state  archives.  All 
public  officials  must  permit  copies  to  be  made  of  the  boohs,  records, 
documents,  and  papers  in  their  respective  offices.  95/

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Indiana,  1816-1937,  referred  to  here  under  the  binder's  title,  Acts, 
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The  courthouGo  of  Cass  County  stands  on  a  public  square  in 
Logansport.    A  two-story  brick  and  stone  structure,  it  was  built 
in  1840  and  added  to  in  1888,  the  present  front  section  of  the 
building  being  constructed  in  the  latter  year.    As  it  stands 
today,  the  building  is  T-shaped;  the  addition  forming  the  top

of  the  T  faces  the  east.     It  is  120'  at  its  greatest  length

Measuring  19'  by  18'  by  12',  it  has  a  tile  floor,  plast- 
ered walls,  and  a  steel  ceiling,  and  is  well  lighted  and  well 
ventilated.    Forty-two  feet  of  volumes,  65'  of  unbound  records 
lying  looso  on  tho  shelving,  and  12'  of  maps,  comprising  por- 
tions of  tho  records  of  the  county  council  and  the  department 
of  public  welfare,  and  all  the  records  of  the  board  of  review,

while  the  vault  has  a  concrete  floor  and  plastered  walls  and 
ceiling*.    In  the  office  are  34 »  of  volumes  on  a  counter  and  a 
table.    Space  is  available  here  for  the  installation  of  shelv- 
ing.

It  has  a  tile  floor,  plastered 
walls,  and  a  steel  ceiling,  and  is  we  1  lighted  and  well 
ventilated.    On  steel  shelving  are  36*  of  volumes  and  38*  of 
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unbound  records  in  file  boxes  24"  deep;  approximately  24 »  of 
shelving  are  unoccupied.    The  vault,  adjoining  the  office,  is 
16'  by  12'  by  11';  and  has  a  concrete  floor,  plastered  walla, 
and  a  plastered  celling.

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Superintendent  of  Schools 

The  office  of  the  superintendent  of  sohools,  a  well  lighted, 

well  ventilated  room,  20*  by  17'  by  20',  lies  on  the  east  side  of 

the  second  floor,  above  the  main  entrance.    In  this  room,  which 

has  a  wooden  floor,  plastered  walls,  and  a  plastered  ceiling, 

18'  of  bound  and  32'  of  unbound  records — 96%  of  the  records  of  the 

superintendent  of  schools— are  kept.    Additional  shelving  will  be 

necessary  for  expansion  of  the  reoords.

Health  Commissioner 

^he  health  commissioner's  office  is  located  at  present  in 
the  residence  of  the  incumbent.  Dr.  E,  A.  Spohn, ,in  Walton, 
Three  feet  of  bound  volumes— 61%,  of  the  health  commissioner's 
records— are  stacked  on  the  floor  of  the  office. 

Twelve  per  cent  of  the  records  are  in  the  county  nurse's 
office  in  the  basement  of  the  courthouse.    Having  dimensions 
of  12 !  by  4'  by  8',  the  office  is  in  good  condition,  and  is  well 
lighted  and  well  ventilated;  it  has  a  wooden  floor  and  plastered 
walls  and  ceiling.    Five  feet  of  unbound  records  in  file  boxes  v 
27"  deep  occupy  the  wooden  shelving,  but  ample  space  can  be 
obtained    for  more  shelving,  when  needed.    Twenty-four  per 
cent  of  the  health  commissioner's  records  are  in  the  clerk's 
vault  and  Z%  in  the  east  storage  room. 
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Department  of  Public  Welfare 

An  office  at  the  northwast  corner  of  the  second  floor  is 
occupied  by  the  department  of  public  welfare.    Measuring  19' 
by  11*  by  17*,  it  has  a  wooden  floor,  plastered  walls,  and  a 
plastered  ceiling,  and  is  well  lighted  and  well  ventilated. 
One  foot  of  volumes  lies  on  a  desk.    Of  the  records  of  the 
department  of  public  welfare,  72%  are  in  this  office,  and  14% 
eaoh  are  in  the  commissioner^B' and  auditor's  offices. 

Surveyor 

A  well  lighted,  well  ventilated  office  on  the  first  floor 
of  the  west  wing,  is  occupied  by  the  surveyor.    The  office,  22 ' 
by  17'  by  10',  has  a  wooden  floor,  plastered  walls,  and  a 
plastered  ceiling.    Its  132'  of  shelving  carry  128'  of  volumes 
and  4'  of  unbound  records  in  file  boxes  of  various  depths; 
space,  however,  can  be  obtained  for  more  shelving.  Fifty-nine 
per  cent  of  the  surveyor's  records  are  in  this  room,  which 
furnishes  users  of  the  records  with  adequate  accommodations, 
and  the  other  41%  in  the  highway  supervisor's  office.  Small 
quantities  of  the  surveyor's  records— totaling  less  than  1%~- are 
in  the  vaults  of  the  recorder  and  the  treasurer. 

Highway  Supervisor 

Adjoining  the  surveyor's  office  to  the  east,  the  high- 
way supervisor's  offioe,  19'  by  17 1  by  10',  is  similat  to  it 
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in  most  respects.    In  this  room  are  27*  of  volumes  and  22'  of 
unbound  records  in  file  boxes  14"  deep.    These  ^comprising  55$ 
of  the  highway  supervisor's  records  and  portions  of  the  records 
of  the  board  of  oommiBsionQro  and  the  surveyor,  are  housed 
on  steel  shelving.  . Persons  consulting  the  records  are  furnished 
with  satisfactory  accommodations  here.    The  remainder  of  the 
records  are  in  the  storage  rooms— Z%  in  the  east  storage  room, 
and  42$  in  the  west. 

Agricultural  Agent 

The  agricultural  agent's  office,  located  on  the  east  side 
of  the  basement,  is  20'  by  18'  by  6f.    It  has  a  wooden  floor, 
plastered  walls,  and  a  plastered  ceiling,  and  its  lighting 
and  ventilation  are  good.  .  In  filing  cabinets  are  52'  of  un- 
bound recoras,  which  comprise  all  the  records  of  tho  agricultural 
agent.    The  present  equipment  is  satisfactory  for  the  housing 
of  the  rt cords  and  for  the  accommodation  of  their  users. 

Storage  Rooms 

In  the  basement  are  two  rooms  used  for  the  storage  of  old 
records  of  practically  all  the  county  offices.    These  rooms 
occupy  what  were,  in  the  original  courthouse,  jail  cells— 
both  lie  on  the  north  side  of  the  west  wing— and  are  design- 
ated as  the  east  and  west  storage  rooms.    They  have  concrete 
floors;  stone  walls ^  and  brick  ceilings j  these  are  in  good 
condition,  but  their  ventilation  is  poor,  and  no  accommodations 
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are  provided  for  users  of  the  records.    Their  lighting,  however, 
is  satisfactory.    The  shelving  in  both  rooms  is  crowded— the 
east  storage  room  contains  320 1  of  volumes  and  300*  of  unbound 
records;  the  west  storage  room,  540'  of  volumes  and  7*  of  un- 
bound records—and  no  space  can  be  obtained  in  either  room  for 
more«    Records  of  the  county  offices  are  housed  in  these  rooms 
in  the  indicated  percentages*    In  the  east  storage  roomj  board 
of  commissioners,  Z6%j  treasurer,  17%;  auditor,  43^;  registration 
officer,  13%;  board  of  primary  election  commissioners,  12%; 
board  of  election  commissioners,  13^;  health  commissioner,  3%; 
and  highway  supervisor,  5%*    In  the  west  storage  roomj  board 
of  commissioners,  25%;  clerk,  6%;  recorder,  9%;  circuit  court, 
2%;  sheriff,  19%;  assessor,  10%;  treasurer,  58%;  auditor,  7%; 
and  highway  supervisor,  42$«

Cass  County  has  had  a  board  for  doing  county  business  sinoe 
1829,  the  date  of  its  organization.    For  the  first  two  years  it 
was  oomposed  of  five  justices  of  the  peace  under  the  authority 
of  an  act  of  1824  which  constituted  a  board  of  justices  of  the 
peace  the  board  for  doing  oounty  business  4/  and  oonferred  upon 
it  the  powers  and  duties  originally  oonferred  upon  the  board  of 
commissioners  of  the  several  oounties  by  an  aot  of  I817«  5/  An 
aot  of  1831  established  the  board  of  commissioners  consisting  of 
three  elective  members  6f  in  its  present  form,  and  the  revised 
statutes  of  1852  confirmed  it*  7/ 

The  board  is  the  administrative  agenoy  of  the  county  and 
exercises  all  powers  for  the  transaction  of  oounty  business 
oonferred  by  law*  8/   In  1899  the  fiscal  powers  were  vested 
exclusively  in  the  oounty  council,  -which  was  then  created*  $f 

The  board  of  commissioners  is  a  body  corporate  and  politic 
by  the  name  and  style  of  "The  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the 
County  of  Cass",  and  as  such,  and  in  such  name,  may  sue  and  be 
sued,  possessing  duties,  rights,  and  powers  incident  to 
corporations*  10/   it  meets  in  regular  sessions  beginning  on  the 
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first  Monday  of  evory  month  ll/  and  in  spooial  sessions  called 
for  speoifioally  stated  business  by  the  auditor,  its  olerk 
ex  officio,  12/  or,  in  case  of  death  or  disqualification,  by  the 
olerk  of  the  oircult  court  or  recorder,  respectively*  13/  Any  two 
members  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business*  14/ 

Its  principal  functions  are:    Control  of  county  property, 
allowance  of  olaims  against  the  county,  auditing  accounts  of  all 
officers  handling  county  money,  15/  and  exercise  of  the  right  of 
eminent  domain*  16/   Other  powers,  in  specif io  instances,  have 
been  oonf erred  upon  the  board  by  the  legislature:    Letting  of 
contracts  for  county  buildings;  17/  purchase  of  materials  and 
supplies;  18/  supervision  of  maintenance  of  roads,  bridges,  and 
oulverts;  19/  preparation  of  the  annual  budget  estimates;  20/ 
abolition  or  change  of  township  or  precinct  boundary  lines;  21/ 
establishment  and  maintenance  of  libraries  22/  and  hospitals;  23/ 
authorization  of  payment  of  bounties;  offering  of  rewards;  24/ 
and  authorization  of  subscription  to  and  preservation  of  publio 
newspapers  printed  in  the  county*  25/ 

Besides  its  administrative  functions,  the  board  sits  as  a 
court  in  the  trial  of  causes  concerning  county  business*    For  the  . 
transaction  of  business  it  adopts  its  own  regulations,  but  for 
court  sessions  it  must  comply,  so  far  as  practicable,  with  the 
rules  for  conducting  business  in  the  circuit  court*  26/  Appeals 
from  its  decisions  can  be  taken  to  the  circuit  court  pursuant  to 
statute*  27/ 

The  commissioners,,  by  virtue  of  their  office,  were  constituted 
a  board  of  turnpike  direotors  by  an  aot  of  1879,  for  the  management 
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and  control  of  all  froo  turnpikes  in  the  county.    Each  dirootor 
had  personal  supervision  of  his  district. o  The  powers  of  the 
board  were  to  appoint  suitable  persons  to  supervise  the  work  of 
repairs,  contract  for  labor  materials,  and  enter  upon  lands  to 
take  gravel,  giving  certificates  in  payment*    The  board  appointed 
its  olerk,  28/  until  an  act  of  1905  made  the  auditor  ex  officio 
the  clerk*  29/   This  board  was  abolished  in  1913,  and  the  highways 
were  placed  in  oharge  of  a  superintendent  of  highways  appointed 
by  the  commissioners*  30/    This  offioe  was  likewise  abolished 
twenty  years  later*    The  supervision  of  highways  beoame  a  duty  of 
the  surveyor,  31/  unless  the  commissioners  appoint  a  highway 
supervisor*  32/ 

The  auditor,  as  olerk  of  the  board  of  commissioners,  attends 
its  meetings,  keeps  a  reoord  of  the  proceedings,  and  preserves 
all  the  books  and  papers  touching  the  business  of  the  county  in 
hi 8  office*  33/

II .    COUNTY  COUNCIL 

In  1899  the  legislature  created  "The  Cass  County  Council".  \J 
This  council  consists  of  seven  members  who  are  elected  for  terms  of 
four  years  and  must  be  qualified  voters  and  resident  freeholders  of 
the  county.    One  member  is  elected  from  each  of  the  four  councilmanio 
distriots  by  the  voters  of  the  district,  and  three  members  are 
elected  by  the  voters  of  the  county  at  large.  2j  The  council  elects 
its  president  from  its  membership,  and  the  auditor  serves  as  clerk,  "bj 
The  sheriff  is  required  to  execute  the  orders  of  the  council.  ±/ 

The  regular  annual  meeting  of  the  council  is  held  on  the  first 
Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  of  September  for  the  purposes  of  fix- 
ing the  tax  rate,,  imposing  the  tax  levy,  and  making  appropriations, 
and  continues  from  day  to  day  until  its  business  is  completed. 
Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  auditor  or  a  majority  of  the 
members.  5/   All  sessions  must  be  public.  6/   Although  a  majority 
of  the  council  constitutes  a  quorum,  the  passage  of  ordinances  re- 
quires a  majority  of  all  members,  7/        extraordinary  majorities 
are  required  by  law  in  certain  instances?    A  three-fourths  vote  to 
increase  or  insert  an  item  in  the  budget  estimates  submitted  by  the 
county  agencies  through  the  auditor;  8/  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all 
members  to  make  additional  appropriations  at  special  meetings.  9/ 

The  power  of  fixing  the  tax  rate  for  county  purposes  and  for  all 
purposes  where  it  is  not  by  law  and  is  required  to  be  uniform 
throughout  the  county,  is  vested  exclusively  in  the  council,  likewise 
the  power  of  making  appropriation  of  money  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
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county  treasury*  10/   The  council  passes  on  all  budget  estimates 
submitted  by  county  officials  11/  and  makes  emergency  appropri- 
ations. 12/ 

The  council  has  exclusive  power  to  authorize  the  borrowing  of 
money  for  the  county  and  the  issuing  of  bonds.  15/   No  sale  or 
purchase  by  the  county  of  real  estate  of  the  value  of  $1,000  or 
more  can  be  made  without  authorization  by  the  council.  14/ 

The  auditor,  as  clerk  of  the  council,  keeps  a  journal  of  its 
proceedings,  and  also  keeps  and  preserves  in  his  office  its  files 
and  papers.  15/

III.    CLERK  OF  THE  CIRCUIT  COURT 

I 

The  clerk  of  the  circuit  court,  oommonly  referred  to  as 
"county  clerk",  is  a  constitutional  officer,  elected  for  a  four 
year  term.    No  person  is  eligible  to  the  office  of  clerk  of  the 
circuit  court  for  more  than  eight  years  in  any  twelve -year  period,  l/ 
The  clerk  is  roquirod  to  give  bond  in  the  amount  fixed  by  the  board 
of  commissioners.  2/ 

Prior  to  the  Constitution  of  1851,  the  office  of  clerk  of  the 
circuit  court  was  established,  uncer  the  authority  of  the 
Constitution  of  1816.  3/ 

The  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  is  required  to  draw  up  a  record 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  court  daily,  4/  to  administer  all  oaths,  5/ 
and  to  receive  payments  for  all  judgments  of  record  in  his  office.  6/ 

In  addition  to  his  court  duties,  numerous  other  duties  are 
imposed  upon  the  clerk  by  statute.    He  serves  ex  officio  as 
registration  officer  for  the  county  7/  and  as  a  member  and  clerk 
of  the  county  election  boards. 

Other  important  duties  of  the  clerk  are  the  issuance  of 
marriage  licenses;  _9/ professional  licenses,  such  as  physicians1,  10/ 
dentists',  11/  and  optometrists';  12/  hunting,  trapping,  and  fishing 
licenses;  13/  and  business  licenses,  such  as  poultry  dealers'  14/ 
and  junk  dealers'.  15/   He  approves,  files,  and  keeps  a  record  of 
'the  bonds  of  county  and  township  officers,  unless  other  provision 
is  made  by  law,  16  an,d  of  notaries;  17/  and  registers  the 
certificates  of  trained  nurses.  18/

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The  clerk  is  required  to  preserve  in  his  office  all  rocords 
and  writings  pertaining  to  his  official  duties,  to  indorso  the 
time  of  filing  of  all  papers,  and  in  addition  to  these  records,  to 
keep  all  necessary  judges',  appearance,  bar,  judgment,  and  execution 
dockets;  order  and  final  record  books;  a  complete  record  of  all 
causes  involving  title  to  land  including  a  lis  pendens  record,  of  all 
oriminal  causes  for  felony,  and  of  all  other  cases  upon -request;  19/ 
a  cash  book;  20/  and  a  fee  register.  21/   lie  records  certificates  of 
firms  and  partnerships  doing  business  under  any  name,  designation,  or 
title  other  than  the  real  names  of  their  members.

IV.  RECORDER 


The  recorder  is  a  constitutional  officer  elected  for  a 
four-year  term.    No  person  is  eligible  to  hold  the  offico  of 
recorder  for  more  than  eight  years  in  any  twelve-year  period. 
The  recorder  is  required  to  post  bond  in  the  amount  of  four 
thousand  dollars.  Xj 

Prior  to  the  Constitution  of  1851,  the  office  of  recorder 
was  established  at  the  organization  of  Cass  County  in  1829, 
under  the  authority  of  the  Constitution  of  1816  and  an  act  of 
1818  which  provided  for  the  election  of  a  recorder  in  any  new 
county  formed.  2/ 

The  title  of  this  officer  describes  his  functions—to  make 
and  preserve  a  public  record  of' legal  documents  which  by  law  is 
bound  to  record,  for  both  county  officials  and  private  persons.  3/ 
Of  the  many  kinds  of  instruments  recorded  the  important  are: 
Deeds  and  mortgages;  4/  chattel  mortgages;  5/  satisfactions, 
cancelations,  and  assignments  of  any  kind;  j/  releases/  7/ 
mechanic^  liens;  %J  leases,  js*/  articles  of  incorporation;  10/ 
certificates  of  admission  for  foreign  corporations  to  do  business 
in  Indiana;  11/  cemetery  deeds;  12/  and  articles  of  cemetery 
associations.  13/    He  also  registers  farm  names.  14/ 

The  forms  and  methods  to  be  used  by  the  recorder  are 
described  in  detail  in  the  statutes.    He  keeps  an  entry  book  in 
which  he  enters,  as  filed,  all  instruments  delivered  to  him  for 
recording,  noting  day  and  hour  received,  which  time  is  the  legal 
date  of  recording.  15/    In  addition  to  the  records  enumerated 
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above,  he  keeps  a  fee  book  and  a  ca3h  book,  and  enters  therein, 
as  received,  all  money  received  in  his  office.  16/    He  is 
required  to  index  his  records,  both  in  each  volume  and  in 
complete  or  general  indexes.  17/ 

All  the  records  are  located  in  the  courthouse.

The  circuit  court  has  original  exclusive  jurisdiction  in 
all  oases  at  law  and  equity  whatsoever,  criminal  oases,  actions 
for  divoroe,  and  settlement  of  decedents »  estates  and  guardianships, 
exoept  as  exclusive  or  concurrent  jurisdiction  is  conferred  by 
law  upon  justices  of  the  peace.  8f  It  has  exclusive  jurisdiction 
in  all  matters  relating  to  children.    In  hearing  such  oases,  it 
sits  as  the  juvenile  court*  9f  It  has  suoh  appellate  jurisdiction 
as  is  conferred  by  law*    It  also  has  jurisdiction  of  all  other 
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causes,  matters,  and  proceedings,  where  exolusivo  jurisdiction 
thereof  is  not  oonferred  upon  some  other  oourt,  board,  or  officer*  10/ 

The  oourt  has  power  to  make  all  proper  judgments,  sentences, 
decrees,  orders,  and  injunctions;  to  issue  all  process;  11/  and  to 
adopt  rules  for  conducting  its  business.  12/  The  order  of  business 
is,  in  precedence,  as 'follows*    Probate  oases,  criminal  oases, 
and  vivil  oases.  15/ 

The  chief  officers  of  the  oourt  are  the  sheriff,  the 
prosecuting  attorney,  and  the  clerk  of  the  cirouit  oourt.  The 
sheriff  attends  upon  the  oourt  and  serves  all  process  direoted 
to  him  therefrom.  U/  The  prosecuting  attorney  prosecutes  the 
pleas  of  the  state  in  the  court.  15/  The  clerk  of  the  oircuit 
oourt  draws  up  each  day»s  proceedings  at  full  length  in  the 
proper  order  book  which  is  signed  by  the  circuit  judge.  16/ 
All  causes  are  filed  and  entered  in  the  offioe  of  the  olerk  of 
the  oircuit  court,  and  numbered  in  consecutive  order  as  filed.  17/ 
The  clerk  is  also  charged  by  statute  with  the  duty  of  keeping 
aad  preserving  the  official  records  of  the  court*  18/

The  sheriff  is  a  constitutional  officer  eleoted  for  a  two-year 
ternu    No  person  is  eligible  to  the  office  of  sheriff  for  more  than 
four  yoars  in  any  six-year  period.    The  sheriff  is  required  to  post 
bond  in  the  amount  of  from  five  thousand  to  fifteen  thousand  dollars 
as  fixed  by  the  board  of  commissioners,  l/ 

Prior  to  the  Constitution  of  1851,  the  office  of  sheriff  -was 
established  at  the  organization  of  Cass  County  in  1828,  under  the 
authority  of  the  Constitution  of  1816  and  an  act  of  1824  -which 
direoted  the  Governor  to  appoint  a  sheriff  in  any  new  county  formed, 
to  act  as  such  until  such  an  officer  is  duly  eleoted  and  qualified* 

The  sheriff  is  a  conservator  of  the  peace  within  Cass  County. 
He  is  required  to  arrest  without  prooess  all  persons,  who  within 
his  view  commit  any  orime  or  misdemeanor,  and  hold  them  in  custody 
during  investigation  of  the  cause  of  such  arrest;  to  suppress  all 
breaches  of  the  peace,  with  authority  to  call  to  his  aid  the  power 
of  the  county;  to  pursue  and  commit  to  jail  all  felons;  to  execute 
all  prooess  direoted  to  him  by  legal  authority;  and  to  maintain  and 
preserve  order  in  the  courts  of  the  county  except  courts  of  justice 
of  the  peace.    He  also  maintains  the  jail  and  takes  care  of  the 
prisoners  confined  in  it.  3^   It  is  his  duty  to  protect  persons  in 
danger  of  possible  lynohings.  ^   He  makes  arrests  of  all  persons 
on  warrants  issued  upon  indictments  and  affidavits,  and  commits  them 
to  jail;  and  also  serves  summons  in  cases  of  misdemeanor.  5/ 

The  sheriff  sells  mortgaged  property  on  foreclosure  proceedings 
and  property  on  executions;  6f  executes  deeds  to  real  estate  sold 
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by  him;  ij  oonvoys  persons  oommitted  to  state  charitable, 
correctional,  or  penal  institutions;  8/  and  attends  sessions 
and  executes;  the  orders  of  the  county  council  9/  and  tho  board

The  coronor  is  a  constitutional  officer  elected  for  a  two-year 
term,  without  restriction  on  reelection.  \J   He  is  required  to 
post  a  bond  of  not  more  than  five  thousand  nor  less  than  one 
thousand  dollars,  as  fixed  by  the  board  of  commissioners.  Zf 

Prior  to  the  Constitution  of  1851,  the  office  of  coroner  v/as 
established  at  the  organization  of  Cass  County  in  1829,  under  the 
authority  of  the  Constitution  of  1816  and  an  act  of  1824  v/hich 
directed  the  Governor  to  appoint  a  coroner  in  any  new  county 
formed,  to  act  as  such  until  such  an  officer  is  duly  elected 
and  qualified.  3/ 

The  coroner  is  required  to  investigate  deaths  by  violence, 
by  accident,  and  of  suspicious  nature;  to  inquire  into  the  cause 
and  manner  of  death;  4/  and  to  order  the  arrest  of  any  person 
whom  he  may  charge  with  murdor.  £•/   He  holds  such  inquests 
without  a  jury,  6/  and  may  subpena  witnesses  and  employ  a  physician

VIII.    PROSECUTING  ATTORNEY 


The  proseouting  attorney  is  a  constitutional  officer,  elected 
in  each  judicial  circuit  for  a  two-year  term,  l/   He  is  required 
to  execute  a  bond  in  the  amount  of  five  thousand  dollars,  to  be 
approved  by  the  judge  of  the  circuit  oourt  and  filed  with  the 
clerk.  2/ 

Prior  to  the  'Constitution  of  1851,  the  circuit  prosecutor  was 
chosen  by  joint  ballot  of  the  senate  and  house  of  representatives 
by  an  act  of  1831.  3/    The  legislature  in  1843  provided  that  the 
prosecuting  attorney  be  elected  by  the  voters  of  the  circuit.  4/ 
In  1847  the  prosecuting  attorney  was  made  a  county  officer,  elected 
by  the  voters  thereof.  5j7   The  act  of  1847  was  repealed  in  1851, 
and  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  1843  were  restored.  6/ 

The  prosecuting  attorney  prosecutes  the  pleas  of  the  state  It 
in  all  courts  of  Cass  County,  including  the  courts  of  justice  of 
the  peace,  as  provided  by  law.  8/   He  appears  before  the  grand 
jury  to  furnish  information  relative  to  matters  cognizable  by  it 
or  upon  any  legal  matter,  and  signs  all  indictments  found,  but  is 
excluded  from  its  deliberations.  9/   He  may  also  prosecute  by 
affidavit  persons  accused  of  public  offenses  except  treason  and 
murder.  10/   He  conducts  all  proseoutions  for  felonies  and 
misdemeanors  in  Cass  County,  all  suits  on  forfeited  recognizances, 
resists  applications  for  changing  names,  and  superintends  on  behalf 
of  the  county  or  any  of  its  trust  funds,  all  suits  in  which  the  same 
may  be  interested  or  involved,  ll/   He  defends  persons  of  unsound 
mind  or  incapable  of  managing  their  business  affairs  by  reason  of 
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old  age  or  other  infirmity,  and  protects  their  interests;  12/  and 
resists  undefended  actions  for  divorce.  13/ 

The  prosecuting  attorney  may  take  acknowledgments  to  deeds  or 
other  instruments  in  writing,  administer  oaths,  protest  notes  and 
checks,  take  deposition  of  witnesses,  and  perform  any  duty  now 
conferred  on  a  notary  public.  14/

The  assessor  is  a  statutory  officer,  elected  for  a  four-year 
term.    He  must  be  a  continuous  resident  freeholder  of  Cass  County 
for  not  less  than  four  years  prior  to  the  date  of  his  election, 
and  post  a  five  thousand  dollar  bond,  with  two  or  more  good 
freeholder  sureties  approved  by  the  auditor,  who  also  administers 
the  oath  of  office.    His  work  is  under  the  direction  of  the  state 
board  of  tax  commissioners,  and  he  may  be  removed  by  that  board, 
after  a  hearing,  for  incompetency,  negleot  of  duty,  or  misconduct 
in  office,  l/ 

The  legislature  in  1841  created  the  county  offioes  of  appraiser  Zj 
and  assessor  Z/  with  similar  functions  relative  to  valuation  for 
taxation  of  real  and  personal  property,  respectively.    The  office 
of  assessor  existed  in  Cass  County  until  1852,  when  the  office  was 
discontinued,  4/  and  the  duties  devolved  upon  township  assessors. 
The  office  of  appraiser  was  discontinued  in  1872,  5/  and  replaced 
by  the  offioe  of  county  assessor,  then  reestablished,  Three 
years  later  the  offioe  was  abolished  Tj  and  again  established  in 
1891  in  its  present  form.  8/ 

The  duties  of  the  assessor  are  to  examine  carefully  tax 
duplicates  and  other  records  in  the  offices  of  the  auditor,  treasurer, 
recorder,  clerk,  sheriff,  and  surveyor,  together  with  the  returns 
of  the  township  assessors,  and  to  disoover,  list,  and  assess  all 
omitted ^property  of  every  kind,  entering  his  valuations  in  a 
separate  column  on  the  township  assessors*  records;  to  list  and 
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assess  any  omitted  property  which  he  discovers  at  any  time  of  the 
year;  to  instruct  and  advise  the  township  assessors;  to  report  to 
the  state  board  of  tax  commissioners  any  delinquencies  of  township 
assessors;  9/  to  set  a  value  upon  intangibles  for  taxes;  10/  and 
to  appraise  estates  for  inheritance  taxes,  ll/   He  is  ex-offioio 
member  and  president  of  the  Cass  County  Board  of  Review.  12/ 

The  assessor  is  required  to  return  to  the  auditor  all  town- 
ship  assessors'  books,  returns,  lists,  schedules,  and  other  papers 
received  by  him  from  the  auditor,  together  with  such  additional  . 
books,  lists,  assessments,  and  papers  as  he  has  made  thereto  on  or 
before  the  first  Monday  after  July  4  of  each  year.  13/

X.    BOARD  OF  REVIEW 

The  board  of  review  of  Cass  County,  established  under  an  act 
of  1891  \J  and  subsequent  amendments,  reviews  assessments  and 
equalises  the  valuation  of  real  and  personal  property*    Its  members 
are  the  assessor,  auditor,  and  treasurer,  ex  officio,  and  two  free- 
holders of  opposite  political  parties,  appointed  annually  by  the 
judge  of  the  circuit  court.    The  assessor  is  president  and  the 
auditor  is  secretary.  Zj 

Prior  to  1891,  there  was  a  county  board  of  equalization,  con- 
sisting of  the  board  of  commissioners  and  certain  other  members— in 
1841,  the  auditor  and  the  assessor;  Zj  in  1852,  the  auditor  and  the 
appraiser  or  appraisers;  4/  in  1872,  the  auditor  and  the  assessor;  5/ 
and  in  1881,  four  freeholders  from  different  parts  of  the  county, 
appointed  by  the  judge  of  the  circuit  court*  6/    In  1891  the  board 
of  review  was  created,  consisting  of  the  assessor,  auditor,  and 
treasurer;  in  1895  two  freeholders  were  added  to  the  board;  if  and

The  board  of  review  holds  an  annual  meeting  beginning  on  the 
first  Monday  of  June*  A  majority  constitutes  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business  and  may  decide  any  question*  At  the  meet- 
ing the  auditor  submits  for  examination  the  assessment  list  of  the 
county  returned  by  the  township  assessors,  and  the  county  assessor 
reports  all  corrections  and  changes  which  in  his  judgment  ought  to 
be  made,  whioh  the  board  considers  and. act?  upon,  and.it  may,  upon 
its  own  motion,  add  omitted  property*  0/

The  board  adjusts  inequalities  in  the  valuation  of  particular 
traots  or  lots,  9/  hears  complaints  of  owners  of  personal  property, 
corrects  errors  in  the  description  and  assessment,  and  passes  upon 
each  valuation  in  the  township  assessors*  lists.  10/    It  assesses 
the  capital  stock  and  franchises  of  corporations  in  the  county,  ex- 
cept those  assessed  by  the  state  board  of  tax  commissioners,  such 
as  railroad,  telephone,  and  telegraph  oompanies.

XI.    BOARD  OF  TAX  ADJUSTMENT 


The  board  of  tax  adjustment  of  Cass  County  consists  of 
seven  members,  chosen  in  accordance  with  an  act  of  1937,  as 
follows;    One  member  of  the  county  council,  chosen  by  the 
council;  the  mayor  of  the  largest  city  in  the  county  or  any  public 
official  of  any  city  in  the  county  appointed  by  the  said  mayor  of 
the  largest  city  in  theC  county;  one  member  of  the  county  board  of 
education  selected  by  such  board;  and  four  freeholders  of  the 
county  appointed  annually  by  the  judge  of  the  circuit  court,  No 
more  than  four  of  the  seven  members  may  be  adherents  of  the  same 
political  party.    The  board  elects  its  own  chairman  and  vice- 
chairman,  and  the  auditor  acts  as  clerk,  but  has  no    vote  in  its 
proceedings,  l/  •

The  board  of  finance  of  Cass  County  consists  of  the  board 
of  commissioners  under  the  authority  of  the  Depository  Act  of  1937# 
The  auditor  is  the  secretary,  l/  and  the  board  elects  its  presi- 


The  board  was  first  created  by  an  act  of  1907  3/  and  recreated 


The  board  of  finance  has  supervision  of  all  public  funds  of 
the  county  and  of  the  safekeeping  and  deposit  thereof,  5/  and  may 
sue  and  be  sued,  in  its  own  name,  in  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction.  -67    It  designates  the  banks  to  serve  as  depositories 
for  county  funds.  If    The  board  receives  monthly  statements  of 
county  funds  on  deposit  from  the  banks,  8/  and  may,  as  it  sees  fit, 
revoke  the  commission  of  any  depository  at  any  time.  9/ 


The  board  of  finance  holds  an  annual  meeting  on  the  third 
ITonday  in  January  for  its  organization,  10/   a  biennial  meeting  on 
the  third  Monday  in  February,  in  the  odd  numbered  years,  for  the 
consideration  of  proposals  of  banks  as  depositories  for  the 
ensuing  two-yoar  period.  11/ 


The  agents  of  all  boards  of  finance — county,  city,  town, 
school,  and  township-- and  of  all  banks  desiring  to  become 
depositories,  are  called  together  by  the  president  of  the  county 
board  in  a  joint  Meeting  biennially,  within  five  days  before  the 
date  fixed  for  filing  the  proposals,  for  the  purpose  of  making  an 
agreement  designating  depositories  and  the  amount  of  deposits  in 
each.

XIII.    SCHOOL  FUHD  BOARD 


The  school  fund  board  of  Cass  County,  as  created  by  an 
act  of  1935,  consists  of  the  auditor  and  the  clerk  of  the 
circuit  court  ex  officio  and  one  member  appointed  by  the  judge 
of  the  circuit  court  for  a  two-year  term.    No  more  than  two 
members  of  the  board  may  be  adherents  of  the  same  political  party.  1 


Originally,  loans  from  the  school  funds  of  Cass  County  were 


made  by  the  school  commissioner,  elected  by  the  voters,  in 
accordance  with  an  act  of  1831.    The  school  commissioner  v/as  a 
financial  agent  of  the  county  to  manage  the  school  funds  and  the 
lands  belonging  thereto.  2/    This  office  was  abolished  in  1852 
and  the  duties  divided  between  the  auditor  and  treasurer.  3/ 


The  school  fund  board  makes  all  loans  from  the  common  school 
and  the  congressional  township  school  funds  to  owners  of  real 

estate,  such  loans  to  be  secured  by  mortgage.    The  board  must 
satisfy  itself,  after  approval  of  the  title  by  the  county 
attorney,  as  to  the  value  of  real  estate  offered  in  the  mortgage, 
the  validity  of  the  title,  and  whether  it  is  encumbered.  5/ 
Loans  may  also  be  made  to  the  county  upon  proper  authorization 
by  the  county  council,  in  certain  cases,  for  a  period  not

XIV.  TREASURER 


The  treasurer  is  a  constitutional  officor  elected  for  a  two- 
year  term*  No  person  is  eligible  to  the  office  of  treasurer  for 
more  than  four  year s  in  any  six-year  poriod.  l/  iie  is  required 
to  execute  his  official  bond  in  the  penalty  of  not  less  than  the 
amount  of  money  wnich  may  oome  into  nis  hands  at  any  tirre  during 
his  term,  2/ 

Prior  to  tne  Constitution  of  1851,  the  office  of  treasurer  v/as 
established  at  jshe  organization  of  Cass  County.    The  treasurer 
was  appointed  by  the  board  of  commissioners,  under  an  act  of  1824,  5/

estate  9/  a^d  personal  property  10/  for  delinquent  taxes.    He  also 
colleots  taxes  from  corporations  in  the  county,         and  "the  excise  tax 
on  shares  of  stock  and  deposits  of  banks  12/  and  loan  associations;  15/ 
and  sells  intangible  tax  stamps  for  the  state  board  of  tas 
commissioners.

The  auditor  is  a  constitutional  offioer,  elected  for  a  four- 
year  term.    No  person  is  eligible  to  the  offioo  of  auditor  for 
more  than  eight  years  in  any  twelve-year  perior.  l/    fte  is  required 
to  post  bond  in  the  amount  of  ten  thousand  dollars  approved  by  and 
filed  with  the  county  oommis si oners,  2/ 

Prior  to  the  Constitution  of  1851,  this  office  was  established 
by  the  legislature  in  1841*  Z/ 

The  auditor  is  the  financial  agent  of  the  county  and  the 
routine  administration  of  county  affairs  centers  in  his  office, 
through  v/hicn  all  financial  transactions  are  conauoted. 

The  principal  functions  of  the  auditor  are  fourfold*    As  a 
oounty  "controller",  ne  keeps  the  accounts  of  the  county  and  issues 
warrants  for  all  claims  allowed  by  the  commissioners,  by  court  order,  4/ 
or  otherwise  as  statutes  provide.  5/   Ex  officio  he  is  olerk  of  the 
board  of  commissioners,  6/  the  oounty  council,  7/  and  the  board  of 
tax  adjustment,  8/  and  secretary  of  the  board  of  finance,  $/  ^e  is 
also  a  member  and  the  seoretary  of  the  board  of  review,  10/  and  a 
member  of  the  school  fund  board,  11/   As  a  tax  offioer,  he  prepares  the 
official  tax  duplicates,  12/  certifies  to  the  treasurer  the  amount  of

The  board  of  canvassers  of  Cass  County,  consisting  of  the 
election  commissioners,  was  established  by  an  act  of  1905.

XX.    BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 


The  board  of  education  of  Cass  County,  under  tho  authority 
of  an  aot  of  1877,  consists  of  the  oounty  superintendent  of  sonools, 
the  township  trustees,  and  the  chairman  of  sonool  trustees  of  oacn 
city  and  town  of  the  oounty.    The  majority  of  the  members  constitutes 
a  quorum,  and  the  superintendent  of  schools  presides  at  its  meetings 
and  has  a  vote  on  all  questions.  1/

XXII.    HEALTH  COMMISSIONER 

The  health  commissioner  of  Cass  County  is  elected  by  the 
board  of  commissioners  for  a  four-year  term,  under  the  authority 
of  an  aot  of  1909.  \f  He  must  be  a  licensed  physician,  well 
informed  in  sanitary  science  and  hygiene,  and  skilled  in  the 
preventive  management  of  infeotious  and  contagious  dieeaxes. 
He  is  required  to  pass  an  examination  in  hygiene  and  sanitary 
science,  prescribed  by  the  state  board  of  health,  2^  and  to  give 
bond  in  the  amount  that  the  board  of  commissioners  determines,  zj 

From  1881  to  1909  the  board  of  commissioners  constituted 
ex  officio  the  county  board  of  health  and  elected  annually  a 
seoretary,  who  was  a  physician  and  served  as  health  officer.  ^ 
An  act  of  1891  enlarged  the  duties  of  the  board  and  its  secretary 
was  its  executive  officer.  5/  The  act  of  1909  abolished  the 
board  of  health.  1 

The  health  commissioner  enforces  the  health  laws  of  the  state 
and  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  state  board  of  health,  6/ 
oversees  inspection  of  food  and  drugs,  lj  condemns  buildings 
unfit  for  human  habitation,  8f  and  issues  burial  permits.  9/ 
He  makes  inspections  of  all  public  buildings  and  institutions 
and  of  private  property;  investigates  the  presence,  source,  and 
cause  of  disease,  and  establishes  quarantine;  if  necessary,  closes 
schools  and  churches  and  forbids  public  gatherings  in  order  to 
prevent  epidemios;  and  protects  the  public  health  in  all  reasonable 
and  necessary  ways.    He  makes  monthly  reports  of  his  work  to  the 
state  board  of  health.

Tho  dopartiuoat  of  public  wolfaro  of  Cass  County,  croatod 
by  tho  legislat"  o  in  1936,  is  administored  by  a  board  of  public 
welfare,  l/    Tho  department  may  sue  or  bo  sued  in  its  own 
namo.  2j 

Previous  to  the  creation  of  the  department  of  public  v/elfare, 
an  old-age  pension  system  was  administered  by  the  board  of 
commissioners,  under  an  act  of  1933,  Zj  and  child  v/elfare,  by  the 
board  of  children's  guardians,  under  an  act  of  1901.  4/  These 
duties,  together  with  the  right  of  advisory  inspection  of  public 
institutions  formorly  belonging  to  tho  board  of  charities  and 
corrections,  under  an  ac  t  of  1899,  5/  were  consolidated  in  the 
nexv  department.  6/ 

The  board  of  public  welfare  consists  of  five  persons  having 
a  recognized  interest  in  and  knowledge  of  the  problems  of  public 
welfare,  who  must  bo  residents  of  tho  county  for  two  years  prior 
to  appointment.    Tho  members  are  *  appointed  by  the  judge  of  the 
circuit  court;  at  least  two  must  be  women  and  not  more  than  three 
may  be  adherents  of  any  one  political  party.    The  terms  of  the 
first  appointees  are:    One  for  one  year,  two  for  two  years,  and 
two  for  four  years;  and  thereafter  the  terms  are  four  years. 
The  board  holds  a  regular  meeting  once  a  month,  the  August  meeting 
to  be  known  as  the  annual  meeting,  and  it  may  hold  other  meetings 
pursuant  to  call.  lj    Its  duties  are  to  appoint  the  director  of 
public  v/elfare  who  is  the  exocutive  and  administrative  officer  of 
the  department  and  serves  as  secretary  of  the  board;  3/  to 
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recoivo  and  administer  gifts  and  bequests  of  personal  proporty 
and  inoomo  from  real  estate  for  tho  benefit  of  childron  under  its 
supervision  or  of  any  home  or  institution  caring  for  neglected  or 
dependent  children  under  its  supervision;  to  invest  any  funds  So 
received  by  it,  such  investments  being  kept  in  a  special  fund  and 
not  commingled  with  funds  received  from  taxation;  9/  and  to 
adopt  an  annual  budget  for  tho  department  for  consideration  by  the 
county  council.  10/ 

The  director  of  public  welfare  must  give  bond  not  to  exceed 
five  thousand  dollars,  approved  by  tho  judge  of  the  circuit 
court  and  filed  in  tho  office  of  the  clerk.  ll/   He  appoints  with 
the  approval  of  the  board,  all  assistants  in  the  department  from 
eligible  lists  established  by  the  state  department,  and  fixes 
their  salary.  12/   As  executive  officer  of  the  department,  he 
exercises  all  the  rights,  powers,  and  duties  conferred  by  law 
on  the  department  under  the  rules,  regulations,  and  orders  of  the 
state  and  county  boards,  13/  and  compiles  the  annual  budget  for 
submission  to  the  board.  14/   The  director  of  public  welfare 
performs  the  functions  of  probation  officer  or  agent  of  the  court 
in  welfare  matters  under  the  supervision  of  any  court  having 
jurisdiction.  15/ 

The  department  of  public  welfare  is  charged  with  the 
administration  of  assistance  to  dependent  children  in  their  own 
homes;  old-age  assistance;  services  and  assistance  to  persons 
otherwise  handicapped;  the  care  and  treatment  of  dependent, 
neglected,  and  handicapped  children;  children  in  danger  of 
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becoming  delinquent;  and  such  other  welfare  activities  as  are 
delegated  to  it  by  the  state  department  including  services- 
conneoted  with  assistance  to  the  blind.    The  department  makes 
reports  to  the  state  department  as  directed  by  the  latter.  16/ 
The  department  also  administers  providions  and  benefits  of  the 
Federal  "Social  Security  Act"  of  August  14,  1935.  17/ 

All  expenditures  for  assistance  and  administration  of  the 
departmont  are  paid  from  the  county  welfare  fund  raised  by  a 
separate  tax  levy,  18/  to  which  are  added  such  repayments  as 
may  be  made  under  legal  liability  by  recipients,  their  parents,  , 
children,  or  other  persons  liable  for  their  support.  19/  The 
county  rocoive3  reimbursement  of  certain  proportions  of  its 
expenditures  from  the  state,  and  a  part  of  any  Federal  funds 
granted  to  the  state,  20/  to  bo  paid  into  the  county  welfare  fund. 
All  the  claims  for  administrative  expenses  are  subject  to  allowance 
by  the  board  of  commissioners.    Claims  for  assistance  are  not  so 
subject  but  are  determined  by  the  department  and  approved  by  the 
director.  21/ 

The  auditor  keeps  the  records  relating  to  the  county 
welfare  fund  and  other  financial  transactions.  22/    The  department 
keeps  such  records  and  accounts  relating  to  assistance  as  the  state 
department  prescribes.  23/   All  records,  except  applications  for 
assistance,  awards  and  modification  and  revocation  of  awards, 
are  confidential.  24/

XXV.    HIGHWAY  SUPERVISOR 


The  highway  supervisor  of  Cass  County  is  appointed  by  the 
board  of  commissioners  under  the  authority  of  an  act  of  1933  and 
serves  at  the  will  of  the  board.    The  board  may  appoint  the  surveyor 
or  any  other  person  to  the  office;  in  the  event  they  do  not  make 
such  appointment,  the  duties  are  performed  by  the  surveyor  without 
additional  compensation.    In  Cass  County  the  board  of  commissioners 
has  appointed  an  extra  officer  to  serve  as  highway  supervisor.  \J 

From  1879  to  1913  the  board  of  commissioners  was  constituted 
by  the  legislature  a  board  of  turnpike  directors  for  the  management 
and  control  of  county  highways.         This  board  was  abolished  by 
an  act  of  1913  and  the  office  of  superintendent  of  highways  was 
created.    This  officer  was  appointed  by  the  board  of  commissioners 
and  placed  in  charge  of  highways.  Zj    This  offioe  was  abolished 
in  1933  4/  and  the  duties  of  the  superintendent  of  highways  trans- 
ferred to  the  surveyor,  5/  unless  the  board  of  commissioners 
appoint  a  highway  supervisor.  6/ 

The  highway  supervisor  has  general  charge  of  the  repair  and 
maintenance  of  county  highways,  bridges,  and  culverts;  7j  maps 
all  highways,  dividing  the  roads  into  districts,  giving  each  road 
a  separate  name  or  number  and  setting  forth  the  length  and  charaoter 
of  each  road  and  the  kind  and  volume  of  traffic,  for  the  purpose 
of  uniform  maintenance;  8/  exercises  police  power  in  the  control 
of  highways  and  may  fix  the  limit  of  loads  for  any  highway,  bridge, 
or  oulvert;  $J  establishes  standards  for  maintenance  according  to 
topography>  nature  and  volume  of  traffio  and  the  availability  of 
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repair  materials;  and  makes  a  complete  itemized  estimate  of  the 
cost  of  repair  and  maintenance  of  highways,  bridges,  and  culverts 
for  the  annual  budget.  10/ 

The  reoords  of  the  highway  supervisor  are  maps  of  the  highway 
system  made  by  him;  11/  reports  of  work  in  progress;  12/  monthly 
reports  to  the  board  of  commissioners  of  all  work  done;  and  an 
annual  report  of  his  work  with  a  complete  statement  of  all  ex- 
penditures under  his  supervision.  13/

as  amended  in  1937.    His  qualifications  are  prescribed  by  the 
board,  and  his  salary  is  paid  from  a  state  fund  through 


The  offioe  of  oounty  agent,  commonly  called  agricultural 
agent,  was  created  in  Cass  County  in  1918*    This  agent  was 
appointed  annually  by  Purdue  University,  subjeofe  to  approval 
of  the  state  and  county  boards  of  education,  upon  petition  by 
residents  of  the  county.    The  state  paid  part  of  his  salary.  Z 


The  duties  of  the  agricultural  agent,  under  the  supervision 
of  Purdue  University,  are  to  cooperate  with  farmers'  institutes, 
farmers*  clubs,  and  other  rural  and  civic  organizations;  to 
conduct  praotical  farm  demonstrations,  boys*  and  girls*  clubs 
and  contest  work,  and  other  movements  for  the  advancement  of 
agricultural  and  oountry  life;  to  give  advice  to  farmers  on 
practical  farm  problems;  and  to  aid  the  superintendent  of  schools 
and  the  teachers  of  the  oounty  in  giving  praotical  education 
in  agriculture  and  domestic  science.  3/
